The following information was found in The South Carolina Magazine of Ancestral Research, v. 10, 

p. 27, taken from Marriages, Death, and Estate Notices from The Lancaster Ledger. 
Died on the 28th ult., Hester Deason, widow of Edmond Deason, in the 99th year of her 
age. The deceased was born on Lynches Creek in the lower part of Lancaster District. She 
has left a large connexion to mourn her loss—among them are one hundred grand 
children. She had several! brothers who were soldiers in the Revolution and eighteen of her 
connexions were in the late war with Mexico under Gen. Scott... member of the Baptist 
Church for 38 years previous to her death. (Sept. 9, 1857) 


By request of our dear old father we announce the death of our dear mother [Nancy 
Caudle Deason] who departed this life near Slick, Bibb Co., Ala., March 18, 1893. She was 
born in Lancaster Co., 8. C., Jan. 1807 and was the daughter of Stephen Caudle, Sr. While 
she was very young Grandfather Caudle moved to North Carolina, near Saulsbury. Not 
being satisfied, they moved back to their former home, where she lived until she and my 
father, Wiley Deason, who is yet a survivor of the grave, were married. They moved to 
Monroe Co., Ala., then to Butler Co., where she united with the Primitive Baptist church, at 
Sweetwater, about the year 1836 or 1837, and, I think, was baptized by one of the Geeters. 
She lived a consistent member until 1843, when they moved to Bibb Co., Ala., where she 
remained until her death. After she moved to Bibb County, she and father, being 
overpersuaded, put their letters with the Missionary Baptists, but they never were satisfied 
while with them. She afterward went into the organization of the Primitive Baptist church 
at Little Hope, where she remained a devoted member until the Lord saw fit to call her 
home. She was the mother of nine children--six girls and three boys. Two girls and two boys 
have long since been laid in the silent grave. She leaves a heart-stricken husband, now in 
his 86th year, five children, and many grandchildren to mourn their loss. Mother had been 
afflicted for many years. For some time before she died her mind was considerably 
shattered, insomuch that she did not know her own children. 

For several weeks before her death she was helpless. Her remains were laid away in the 
cemetery near Little Hope meeting-house March 19. Eld. Hubbard, a relative of hers, gave a 
beautiful talk full of comfort and consolation to her bereaved husband, children, and many 
friends. Dear mother lived to see all her children now living unite with the Primitive 
Baptist church. One of her grandsons, J. D. McElroy, is an ordained minister, and is the 
pastor of the church at Little Hope, where her membership was. Dear mother is gone; but 
her memory still lives in the hearts of those dear ones that she left behind. May God be 
pleased to pour out his most choice blessings on the bereaved family until they shall be 


reunited beyond the shores of time. we ‘ 
A precious one from us is gone, ao Po 
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A voice we loved is stilled, 
A place is vacant in our home, 
Which never can be filled.”

JOHN HENRY DEASON 


John Henry Deason, born December 30, 1905, was the son of Wiley Ezra Deason and Mary Sovella 
Elam Deason. At the time of John’s birth they were living at Brent, Alabama, in Bibb County. When 
John was about 24 years old the Deason family moved to a farm located west of Eoline, Alabama, in Bibb 
County. 

John was the oldest of nine children. The other children listed in order of birth were Clara Deason 
Smith, J. C. Deason, Elvin Deason Morris, Bryan Deason (died 1971), Cecile Deason Cox, Ola Deason 
Meadows, Mary Deason Thompson, and Carl Elam Deason. 

Wiley Deason and wife, Mary Sovella Deason, both liked to sing sacred music. Mary Sovella Deason 
learned to play an organ when she was a young girl. Sometimes she would play the old church hymns for 
the family. All of the Deason children learned to sing at an early age. Some of their favorite songs were 
Amazing Grace, There is a Fountain, Sweet Rivers, and Never Grow Old. 

John began to lead songs when he was a small child. He stood on a table so the people could see him. 
As he grew, his love for singing grew. 

“A cousin, Carver Deason, states that one of his first memories of John was seeing him skipping 
barefoot down the road singing Sweet Rivers at the top of his voice. 

As John was growing up he attended all the singings that he could, very often walking for several 
miles. Sometimes he, along with some of the cousins, would ride the old work mules. If all the Deason 
family were going to church or a singing they rode in a wagon drawn by the mules. Later a two-seated 
buggy was acquired. Much later a Model T Ford was purchased. This enabled the family to travel greater 
distances to the singings, 

John was still a young boy when he attended singing schools taught by Elder J. D. McElroy (a 
Primitive Baptist Minister) and Mr. Barney Thompson. These schools were held at Little Hope Primitive 
Baptist Church and Pleasant Hill Cumberland Presbyterian Church. Both churches are located in Bibb 
County, Alabama. 

It was at a singing school at Pleasant Hill Church taught by Elder McElroy that John Deason met his 
bride to be, Ressie Kornegay. They were married December 23, 1922. Ressie had just had her 15th 
birthday and John lacked 7 days being 17 years old. 

John and Ressie lived with his parents for a short time. In 1923 they lived at Ingate, Alabama, in 
Bibb County. Ingate, Alabama, was a sawmill town located near the Mobile and Ohio Railroad near 
Pleasant Hill Church. While living here their only child was born on February 10, 1925. He was given the 
name, Henry Martin. (Henry Martin Deason died in July 1977.) 

John H. Deason became a member of Pleasant Hill Cumberland Presbyterian Church on September 


6, 1925. He was baptized by Pastor J. W. Alexander. On August. 14, 1927, he was ordained as an Elder of 


the church. He faithfully supported this church during his entire life. He was also generous in his support 
of his parents’ church (Little Hope Primitive Baptist) and other churches in the area. 

John taught his first Christian Harmony singing school at Elam School near Brent, Alabama, when 
he was 17 years old. It. was just the beginning for him. He was well liked by the people and was asked to 
teach a school at Pleasant Hill Church. The attendance at this school was good. Young people walked for 
miles to attend. It lasted for 2 weeks, and at the end of the school, there was an all day singing. Everyone 
living in the area came to see and hear the young people sing. John continued to teach singing school each 
summer at the churches and schools in the area. One of the largest groups he taught was at the 
Tuscaloosa County Court House during the summer of 1924. 

In 1928, John moved to Brent, Alabama. He lived in the Brent-Centreville area until 1934. While 
living in this area he decided to go back to music school and learn more about song writing. He attended 
the Vaughan School of Music at Lawrenceburg, Tennessee. He also studied at the Stamps-Baxter schools.

John’s work carried him to Birmingham, Alabama, in 1934. Here he met people who were singing 
from the Showalter, Vaughan and Stamps-Baxter books. He began singing with them and soon had a 
quartet of his own. They traveled all over Alabama singing at church services and all day singings. They 
also gave concerts at schools and churches on Friday and Saturday nights. 

In 1936, John moved back to Centreville, Alabama, and lived there through the year 1940. It was 
during this time that his quartet, composed of singers from Bibb County, began a regular Sunday 
morning program on radio station WJRD in Tuscaloosa, Alabama. The quartet also sang for the Rev, J. T. 
Swan’s, a Missionary Baptist Minister, program which was on WJRD. When John moved from Bibb 
County to Flomaton, Alabama, in 1941 to work for Liberty National Insurance, Bro. Swan used the 
recordings of Christian Harmony singing directed by John Deason on his programs. 

In the latter part of 1943, John was transferred to Brewton, Alabama, near Flomaton in south 
Alabama. Here he met more singers of gospel music. 

Being employed by Liberty National Insurance Company as an agent and manager, John was 
required to move to many areas of Alabama. In early 1944, he was living in Fort Payne, Alabama. Here 
he organized and led the choir for the First Baptist Church of Fort Payne. 

While living at Fort Payne he became ill. Doctors discovered cancer of the lymphnodes. He underwent 
surgery at Druid City Hospital, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, in 1945. When he was able to go back to work, 
Liberty National transferred him to Leeds, Alabama, so he would be able to continue the radium 
treatments that he was taking in Birmingham, Alabama. 

John also lived at Calera, Jackson, Mobile, and Albertville, Alabama. While he was living in 
Albertville in 1958, he met Mr. Herby Bailey from Oneonta, Alabama. Mr. Bailey had a program on a 
radio station in Oneonta. He liked Christian Harmony and Sacred Harp singing. He began attending 
singings and taping the music for the radio program. Mr. Bailey taped the Saturday singing of the 
Alabama Christian Harmony State Convention held in Tuscaloosa, Alabama, in 1983, 1984, 1985, and 
1986 

John Deason always made friends wherever he lived and found many who loved singing as he did. 
One of these was Mr. O. A. Parris, a music writer. Mr. Parris wrote songs for several books including the 
Christian Harmony and Scared Harp songbooks. Mr. Parris and John, along with several others, were 
interested in publishing a new Christian Harmony songbook. As the results of this interest, the Christian 
Harmony Publishing Company was formed. 

The first. edition of The Christian Harmony by Deason and Parris was published in 1954. This book 
was commonly known as the Blue Back Book. The book did not look like the original Christian Harmony 
in size or shape, and even though it contained most of the old songs, it was not well received. The original 
Christian Harmony books the singers were using were badly worn. There was a need for a new book and 
many new songs were being written for Christian Harmony singing. Because of these facts and the 
interest shown by other singers, John H. Deason and O. A. Parris decided to try again. 

In 1958, The Christian Harmony by William Walker was revised by Deason and Parris. Most of the 
old hymns, psalm tunes, odes, and anthems, along with a number of new songs were published in this 
revision. The book was well received by those who loved shape note music. This songbook was used for the 
first time at the Hale County Convention held at China Grove Methodist Church near Moundville, 
Alabama, on the second Sunday in September 1958. This revision is used at this time (1987) in Alabama, 
Georgia, Mississippi, Tennessee, North Carolina, Kentucky, Ohio, and there is some interest in Texas 
and California. 

John Deason had moved back to Mobile, Alabama, by 1968. On Ann Street in Mobile, there was a 
Primitive Baptist Church. At the church’s request John took the Christian Harmony books over for them 
to use in their services, He directed the singing for this church while he lived in Mobile. 

While living in the Jackson and Mobile district, John taught a singing school each summer at. Galille 
Primitive Baptist Church, Stapleton, Alabama. He helped the Pastor, Elder Clinton Shumack organize 
an all day singing to be held at Galille Church on the fourth Sunday in August each year. 

John Deason retired from Liberty National Insurance Company on January 1, 1970. During his 
career with Liberty National, he received several awards for being the most outstanding salesperson, 
agent-manager for the company. He became a member of the “Torch Club.” The membership was open to 
representatives of the company with outstanding records. When John was asked to give the devotional for 
the Torch Club Meeting, he began by asking the group to join in singing Amazing Grace. It was the first 
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time the meeting had ever been opened by singing a scared song. Amazing Grace has been sung at all 
Torch Club meetings since that day. This is their way of paying tribute to John Deason. 

After O. A. Parris’ death in 1967, the copyright for The Christian Harmony was registered in the 
name of John H. Deason. When John died July 30, 1975, the copyright was turned over to William B. 
Rigdon and Henry Martin Deason. At Henry M. Deason’s death in July 1977, it was left to William B. 
Rigdon and Henry Martin’s heirs, Mrs. Vermelle Deason, his wife; Marty Deason, his son; and Tonya 
Deason Woodward, his daughter. 

John H. Deason and his son, Henry M. Deason are both buried at Pleasant Hill Cumberland 
'. Presbyterian Church Cemetery in Bibb County, Alabama. 

On John Deason’s tombstone are the words Among that Band, which is the title of one of the songs he 
wrote. You will find this song on page 322 in the Christian Harmony song book. If John were here today 
in our singings, he would say, Everyone get your book. Let’s sing, and the people would SING. 

John Deason has been greatly missed by all those who love shape note singing. Singing this kind of 
music was John’s way of serving and praising his Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. Now he sings Among that 
Band of Heavenly Angles. 1

This makes me wonder more if my Joseph Deason, born 
8 June 1784, could have been the son of Capt. William instead of 
Enoch. Joseph had a twin brother , Benjamin. 


The reason I think that Enoch was in Lancaster County, 
was the fact that an Enoch Deason was listed on the 1790 census 
in Camden District, Lancaster County. Would this mean that he 
was in Lancaster or Camden County? Also in 1893, a great uncle 
of mine wrote a familr sketch in which he stated that his grend- 
father, Joseph Deason, was born 178 in Lancaster District, W.Cc. 
and was the son of Enoch Deason, who fought at the Battle of 
Cowpens under Gen. William Washington. 


If you found no record of an Enoch Deason in Lancaster, 
it might mean that my great uncle was mistaken. I do Imow that 
the immigrant ancestor (from Ireland) was an older Enoch Deason, 
and was perhaps the father of both Capt. William and Enoch Jr.or III 
(who is on the 1790 Anson County, N.C. census). One thing that 
makes it so confusing is the similar names. The very names in 
Lancaster S.C... are repeated in Anson Co., N.C. It is impossible 
_to know if they are the same family or different. 


I will try to contact Mrs. Funderburk. Perhaps she 
has some early Deason records. Mrs. Harold Hough has not replied. 


Io owill appreciate notes on the Deason family any time 
you happen to find them. 


The Horton family may be mine on another line. My 
Revolutionary ancestor, John O'Quin married Rhoda Horton. they 
were in Camden, S.C. before going to Washington County, Ga.

I have 
never known whe any of the early Deasons married. I do not even 
know Snoch Deason's wife. The deeds that you sent earlier show 
wives names for several ;: William and Jane Horton - Was this Cant. 
villiam? There was also a William md Mahala. Edmund is seemingly 
the husband of Hester, with a son Wiley. I believe the husbend 
of Dorcas Hough may have been Benjamin. 


You mention to Mrs. McBee that you think your family may 
be from Maryland. I have corresnonded with a Mr. Frizzel at 
Palestine, Texas (I notice Thos. Frizzle on your records), This 
man has a record of a marriage of Nathan Frizzel to Margaret DUASON 
in 1756 in Maryland. The same Nathan (or possibly Nathan Jr.) later 
served in Revolutionary War under Capt. William Deason , and received 
land for his services in Anson Younty, N.C. This may prove that the 


Deasons were also in Maryland, before coming to S.C. and K.C. 


Mrs. Benjemin Ingram searched the Anson Vounty, F.C. records 
for me. I believe the Enoch in Anson was younger than the Enoch in 
S.C. and vossibly a son of the elder. The names in Anson: Absolun, 
Abrahan, William ,John , Enoch all turn up in Rutherford Co.,Tenn.
